And we 
hope that you will have discovered learning to be one of the 
fundamental pleasures of life. 

Second, we hope that you will acquire the fundamental skills of 
learning, skills that will enable you to put wings on your curios- 
ity. Moreover, we hope that you will have some appreciation and 
respect for the way in which man advances in his search for truth 
— the rigor of logic and laboratory, the interpretative venture of 
the arts, the tension of argument and adversary hearings, the 
mystery of inspiration and revelation, the unexpected contribu- 
tion of chance and serendipity, the discipline of exploring origi- 
nal sources. 

Finally, and perhaps most importantly we hope that you will have 
learned to criticize mediocrity and affirm excellence and that you 
will embrace those values designed to yield a life of satisfaction, 
meaning, and nobility of purpose — curiosity, courage, courtesy, 
candor, compassion. 

And we should hope that you will depart with an affection and 
appreciation for your investment of time and talent here, that this 
might not be your only or last time to call upon the University.

f± piders, snakes, parrots, and fer- 
f rets. That's what you'll find in the 
LSUS Museum of Life Sciences. 
The museum, which is open to the pub- 
lic and located at 8015 St. Vincent Ave., 
houses several exciting collections from 
herberiums and insects to vertebrates 
and invertebrates. 

Established in 1968 by biology professor 
Dr. Laurence Hardy, the museum was 
originally located in one room of the Sci- 
ence building. It has since been moved 
to a much-needed, larger facility donated 
to the College of Sciences by the Penn- 
zoil Company. 

School tours, monthly seminars, and 
week-end workshops are among the pro- 
grams the museum offers. One of the 
most successful of these is the Nature 
Day Camp conducted by associate pro- 
fessor Dorothy Cady. Approaching its 
fourth year, the camp is a summer work- 
shop provided for elementary and lower 
middle school children geared toward 
stimulating enthusiasm and interest in 
natural environment. 

While attending camp, the children en- 
joy such activities as building bird 
houses, aquariums, and terrariums 
which they are able to keep and main- 
tain. Studies, experiments, and field trips 
are also a part of the hands-on learning 
experience. 

"We are not trying to make scientists," 
said Mrs. Cady. "We don't know what 
they're going to be; we only hope that the 
children will enjoy the environment 
enough to want to preserve it." 

But the museum is not without its prob- 
lems. According to biology professor Dr. 
Steve Lynch, the museum is seriously 
hampered by lack of funding and recog- 
nition from the university. Dr. Lynch 
said that the existing funds prohibit full- 
time staffing of the museum, which cur- 
rently relies upon volunteer workers for 
most of the museum's maintenance.

Location has also proven to be a problem 
for the Life Science Museum. Since the 
museum is located off campus, it has not 
received as much student recognition as 
the faculty would like. However, the so- 
lution to this problem may soon be at 
hand. 

The building in which the museum is 
located has been placed on the market 
for sale. Museum supporters hope to see 
the proceeds from this sale channel back 
into the College of Sciences with the pos- 
sibility of building an on-campus annex 
for the museum. "Support of this kind, 



which has so much potential, could 
prove to be a very effective way of do- 
ing community service for the universi- 
ty," said Dr. Lynch. 

The Museum of Life Science is a valu- 
able institution to all students of all 
majors as well as the general public. It 
provides environmental information 
and activities of interest for everyone. 
Open daily, the museum is a recrea- 
tional and educational facility ad is well 
worth visiting.

tudents enroll in night courses for a variety 
m of reasons: Time constraints, jobs, and 

course requirements can all be factors in 

night enrollment- 
Night enrollment is 2,684- But that number is mis- 
leading, Director of Admissions, Kathy Plante said. 
If a student is taking two night classes, he is count- 
ed twice. Or the Student may be enrolled in both 
day and night classes. Therefore, the number of 
students who take exclusively night classes is hard 
to determine, she said. 

Those who take one of jhe approximately 100 night 
courses offered each semester think they are bene- 
ficial. Many have fulltime jobs and cannot attend 
day classes. Nancy Tohill works fulltime for KSLA 
television station while working toward a Bachelor 
of Arts degree in Political Science. She started col- 
lege in "1980 or 81. It's hard to remember which 
year." She has taken the majority of her classes at 
night and plans to get her degree from taking two 
"or maybe just one" night class each semester. 
There are difficulties in her situation, she admits. 

"If you work, there is such a limited amount of 
time for school," she said. She will complete her 
degree in about two years. 

Dr. Gloria Raines, Vice-Chancellor of Student Af- 
fairs, agrees that night classes are vital to some 
students, 

"Night classes provide an opportunity for some to 
complete a degree, an opportunity for advancement 
that they might not have otherwise," she said. 

Some students enroll in night courses because that 
is the only time that the course is offered. Many 
seminars and higher level courses are taught at 
night in an effort to attract students from the com- 
munity; others enroll for personal reasons. 

"I took math classes at night because the professor 
often go slower or are more acutely aware that 
some of the students have been out of school for a 
while," said Holden O'Connor, a former student. 

No matter what the reason, night classes are popu- 
lar. They provide an important service for the Uni- 
versity and the community, Raines said. And even 
if the enrollment figure is misleading, it indicates 
that a large number of students agree.

f \ ince the early 1970's LSUS has of- 
f fered continuing education 
courses. Enrollment in the pro- 
grams offered through the Division of 
Continuing Education and Special Pro- 
jects has varied from a low of 1,337 in 
1973-74 to a high of 13,675 in 1982-83. 

The number of students is not some- 
thing that can be predicted, said Wanda 
Norman, administrative secretary for 
continuing education. It largely depends 
on the economy. 

"Right now people seem to be looking 
for shorter courses that cost less - unless 
their company is paying for it," She said. 

Various programs and courses are ad- 
ministered by the college, under the di- 
rection of Dr. Vincent Marsala. The Di- 
vision of Conferences and Institutes, In- 
ternational Studies, The Pioneer Heri- 
tage Center, off-campus programs and 
courses, tele-CQurses, graduate programs 
from LSU-Baton Rouge, and the Louisi- 
ana Cooperative Extension Service sta- 
tion at LSUS, all fall under the umbrella 
of continuing education. 



Among the most popular recent offer- 
ings have been introductory computer 
courses, swimming for adults and other 
physical education courses, including 
the Institute for Physical Fitness and 
Weight Control. And conversational lan- 
guage courses, geared toward the pro- 
spective traveller or businessperson, are 
always popular, Norman said. Courses 
in Japanese, Spanish and Italian are cur- 
rently being offered. 

Courses are offered for diffferent rea- 
sons. There may be a request for profes- 
sional development courses from a busi- 
ness, like typing or financial planning. 
Or someone may submit a proposal to 
teach a course, such as Mrs. Mieko U. 
Peek, the instructor for the courses in 
beginning Japanese. 

The amount of work required and the 
lenght for each course is different. Some 
classes may require tests, i.e. the notary 
and real estate courses, and others do 
not. Some classes last a whole semester 
while others last only a few weeks. 

"Continuing education courses are more 



laid back/' Dr. William Pederson, direc- 
tor of the American Studies Program 
said. He likes the students in his course, 
"The Holocaust in Perspective." "The 
kind of people you get for (continuing 
education) classes are highly motivated, 
" he said. 'They are there because they 
want to learn."

rhe counseling services at LSUS fo- 
cus on three developmental areas: 
Personal growth and adjustments; 
educational enhancement and orienta- 
tion; and career awareness and matura- 
tion. The most common problems en- 
countered by those who use counseling 
services include loneliness, stress, de- 
pression, and relationship issues. Mar- 
riage counseling is also available. 

"We are not a group of people who will 
sit and judge them," said Paula Lynch, 
Lynch is the assistant director of coun- 
seling and has a Master's degree in clini- 
cal psychology. The director of counsel- 
ing is Jeff Ickes, who has a Ph.D in coun- 
seling. 

There is a variety of information regard- 
ing personal, educational, and career 
concerns as well as a diversified, self- 
help cassette tape library. A major part of 
the counseling services hinges on Peer 
Counselors, These students, acting as 
counselors, are chosen by recommenda- 
tion of LSUS faculty members and par- 
ticipate in approximately 25 hours of 
pre-semester training before beginning 
their counseling. In addition, three hours 
of training are provided weekly. 

According to Lynch, the Peer Counseling 
Program is designed to provide para- 
professional counseling to LSUS by as- 
sisting students in developing the skills 
necessary to cope with the internal and 
external stresses of life, relating effec- 
tively with others and enhancing their 
self concepts. "Peer counselors meet 
with students from University 100 
classes to provide information and assist 
students in the transition to college life. 
They are also actively involved in the 
FOSTER Program. Here, the Peer Coun- 
selors are assigned at least five new 
freshman which they contact two to 
three times per semester. Finally, Peer 
Counselors promote student awareness 
of counseling services through POP 
(Peer Outreach Program), With this pro- 
gram, Peer Counselors go out on campus 
and visit with students at random to talk 
informally about university of personal 
concerns. 
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The Counseling Center offers group as 
well as individual counseling. Examples 
include, Love Class, Assertiveness 
Groups, Interpersonal Relationships 
Groups, Stress Management Work- 
shops, Self Development Workshop, 
Couples Communication Groups and 
Parenting Workshops. Offices for Coun- 
seling Services are located on the second 
floor of the Administration Building or 
telephone 797-5365.
